STAKES WINNERS OF 1958 


Compiled and Edited by Frances KANE 


Triangle Publications. from which 
American racing obtains its basic data 
for statistics, confined their 1958 cover- 
age to the United States. Canada, and 
Tijuana, excluding for the first time the 
racing at Mexico City and in Cuba. The 
Blood-Horse, in presenting its annual 
summary of stakes winners and_ stakes 
races, follows this lead in order to avoid 
confusion, 

Despite the omission of racing in the 
Mexican and Cuban capitals, the number 
of races under stakes conditions was 
slightly larger — 711 to 707—than the 
number accounted for in 1957, and the 
added money was greater, amounting to 
$14,640,286. The total of 711 stakes races 
is exclusive of the Pimlico Special, United 
Nations Handicap, and Washington, D. 
C.. International. These invitational 
races are accounted for in the following 
lists and summaries, though they are not 
run under the conditions of stakes races, 
since owners of the competing horses are 
not required to put up stakes. 


The slight increase in’ number of 
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Triangle Publications. 
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stakes races was attended by a decrease 
in number of stakes winners, from 466 
in 1957 to 439 in 1958. Each of these 
totals includes one horse which did not 
qualify technically as a stakes winner. 
*Royal Beacon Il. winner of the Atlantic 
City Handicap in 1957, and *Sailor’s 
Guide. winner. by disqualification, of the 
Washington. D. C.. International in 1958. 
Tabulated pedigrees of 438 flat stakes win- 
ners and of *Sailor’s Guide appear in 
the following pages. 

This is the 30th annual summary of 
stakes winners issued since The Blood- 
Horse became a weekly publication in 
1929. Essentially it adheres to the style 
and format in which it has appeared for 
several years, but it continues the short- 
hand presentation of the racing records 
of dams of stakes winners in the form 
inaugurated a year ago. 

The 5 figures immediately following 
the name of the dam indicate, in se- 
quence, (1) the number of years raced. 
(2) number of starts, (3) number of vie- 
tories, (4) earnings, and (5) average- 
earnings index. The index is the ratio 
of actual earnings to average opportunity, 
computed on an annual basis. For ex- 
planation and illustration of the manner 
of calculating the index. see page 112. 

The group index for females racing in 
North America is about .84, as determined 
by various samples. The group index for 
the racing careers of dams of 1958 stakes 
winners was 2.29, or about 2.73 times 
that of females representing the average 
ot the breed. If only the 110 stakes win- 
ners which earned at least $50,000 in 
1958 are accounted for, the racing index 
of their dams, as a group, was 4.42. Un- 
raced mares, constituting about 26 per 
cent of the female population, produced 
13.4 per cent of 1958 stakes winners. 

An asterisk (*) is used to denote a 
herse bred under the jurisdiction of a 
foreign stud book authority and imported 
to North America. In the tabulated racing 
record below the pedigree of each stakes 
winner the symbol (S) appearing imme- 
diately after the age indicates the years 
in which the horse was a stakes winner.

THE EARNINGS INDEX 


Following a practice inaugurated in the 
‘stakes supplement” a year ago, the racing 
records of dams of 1958 stakes winners 
are given in a series of 5 figures imme- 
diately following the name of each dam 
in the notes under the tabulated pedigree. 
In sequence, these figures show (1) num- 
ber of years raced, (2) starts, (3) races 
won, (4) earnings, and (5) racing index. 
or ratio of success to opportunity. 


Calculation of the racing index may be 
illustrated with the record of Accra, dam 
of the 1958 flat stakes winner Nahodah, 
the leading steeplechaser Neji, and other 
good horses.

The adjustment for any one year is the 
horse’s actual earnings divided by aver- 
age money per starter in that year. Thus 
Accra’s earnings in 1944 were 1.93 times 
the average expectancy of all North Amer- 
ican runners. That is, she earned as much 
as 1,93 “average” runners. In 2 years she 
won as much as 2.00 year-starters would 
have received if all the money distributed 
in stakes and purses had been divided 
equally among all starters at the end of 
each year. The sum of the adjustment 
(2.00) divided by the number of years 
raced (2) gives the racing index for the 
mare (1.00). 


Calculations of this sort may be made 
for horses raced in other countries, if the 
number of runners and total monetary dis- 
tribution are available. In Great Britain 
and Ireland it is customary to exclude 
place money from all statistics; thus a 
mare which failed to win has an index of 
.00, even if she ran second or third in 
important races.
